FIRST STEAM PACKET. 


CENTENARY THIS YEAR. 


EARLY POST ‘OFFICE ENTERPRISE, 


The centenary of the steam packet, 
which falls this year, is an event 
which should not pass witbout notice, 
for the use of the marine engine in 
vessels employed for caztying letters 
and passengers has had 
political. commercial, and social, of 
the highest importance. It was not 
inti: 1821 ‘that the Postmaster- 
General, greatly daring, determined 


.|to establish regular services of little 
{steamers for the conveyance of his 
"| Majesty's mails ‘across the ‘English 


Channel, and on May 25 of the 
following year the “Swift,” built 
to ply .between Brighton and 
Dieppe, made her appearance at 
the Old Chaim Pier. familiar, 
for many yeark to those who took 
their. holidays at Brighton, This 
departure was in many respects re- 
volationary, and not a few of “our 
forefathers regarded it with suspicion. 
The Admiralty was particularly 
d'sturbed by the enterprise which the 
Post Office was exhibiting, for the 


*| steam-engine was anathema to them. 


In the first place, these old ssilors had 
no faith in it as a. mechanical con- 
trivance, and, secondly, -they argued

XVIUTH SUNDAY AFTER 
TRINITY. 
The Gospel is taken from the 92nd , 
chapter of 8. Matthew and is the 
record of the close of what has been 
called ‘the Day of Gainsaying’ * in 
Holy Week. The questions brought 
to Christ during the week of His death 
are familiar to Christians as impious 
attempts tocatch Him ia His answers: 
the story for Sunday however con- 
cerns a certain lawyer who was fairly 
honest sod sincere in his question, 
though he was probally a critie cl 
what he considered to be a nev 
theology. He asked, ** Which is the 
great commandment in the Law? 
Being a lawyer, he imagined that ne 
organization could succeed without 
an elaborate system of laws, and, °8 
Christ had the reputation of scorning 
laws, he felt that his question was 
really clever. There is doubt however 
that he warted an opinion on tLe 
subject, for he seemed troubled con- 
cerning the multiplicity of Jewisl, 
rules and their degrees of importancr. 
Our Lord's reply showed him the e 
* was only one law in religion, and that 
. was thelaw of love—this law might}, 
be divided into two parts,love towarcs 
* God and Jove towards man, but even 
then there was only one precept. God 
is love, and His religion is one of love. 
The list of musts” and ‘‘ dont’s 
are just as trying now as they were 
in the times of Chnst when - His 
countrymen were bound hand and 
foot by the legal quibbles of the 
Scritez. Christians should rot allow 
themselves to be pursuaded that cer- 
tain acts are sins because others 
consider they are sins, for we can only 
sin when we break the law of love. 
We can only sin when our conduct 
injures someone or when our conduct 
shows lack of love to God. 

Thursday is the Feast of 5. Michzel 
and Al} Angels, coramonly called 
Michaelmas Day.

) The meetings at Oxford were en- 
tirely for Anzlican priests, and the 
purpose of the mectings was to deli- 
berate on the question of common 
dangers so as to find out hoiw to face 
them. There seems to have been a 
spirit of gtim determination to see 
things exactly as they sre in, these 
troublous times—the shameless cult 
of worldliness in defiance of religion 
the increasing degradation in politics. 
and the failings aud deficiencies of the 
Priesthuod. 

As may have been expected, there 
was considerable divergence of opinion 
on many points, but the good tempat 
shown in the discussions shows the 
growth of toleration. 

After most remarkable meetings. 
twelve hundred priests returned to 
their parishes with a fiery determina- 
tion to convert Englaud anew to the 
Christian Faith working as far as 
possible on the pure essentials of the 
Catholic Religion as promulgated by 
Christ and His Early Church. 

Swanwick is noted as the summer 
centre of Student Christian Movemen: 
efforts, and the representation ot so 
many n tionals of all classes and 
creeds ‘makes it a wonderful ex- 
perience. 

Speaking from thestandpoin of the 
Anglo Cathohe, one cannot: but raise 
the question whether, so far as the 
Student Christisn Movement is cor- 
cerued, Anglo Catholics are doing all 
they might on its bebalf. There iss 
tremendous opportunity to be brought 
up, Are we doing it?
